Requisites For Safe Driving

The summer just passed has produced the usual crop of automobile 
accidents to drivers and passengers in the three prairie provinces. The 
daily newspapers have duly recorded numerous accidents together with the 
names of killed and injured and, when the information was. available, the 
causes of these frequent disasters. 

It is yet too early to record figures detailing the number of accidents 
and the toll of dead and injured. These will be available later, but indica- 
tions are that there will be little, if any, reduction below the 1935 record, 
despite the safety first campaigns which have been waged by governmental 
authorities, automobile clubs and commercial organizations interested in the 
subject, through the public press, over the air and through motion picture 
presentation. 

It does not necessarily follow that such campaigns are a failure, but 
it seems to indicate that public memory is short lived or that the capacity 
of automobile drivers to avoid accident, no matter how well-intentioned or 
how careful they may be, is below par. The.latter is probably a close ap- 
proach to correct diagnosis of the ailment. 

Statisticians and experts working on figures and available data on the 
causes of automobile accidents\in the United States last year came to the 
conclusion that the number of accidents arising from defective equipment 
or faulty mechanism is comparatively insignificant, from which it follows} 
that the human element, the capacity and capability of the driver, is in the 
majority of cases, the factor mainly responsible for disasters on the high- 
ways. 

In other words, a large percentage of automobile accidents, can be 
reasonably attributed to lack of training or lack of experience on the part 
of the driver and perhaps in many cases, a combination of the two. This 
statement does not take into account accidents Which can be charged up 
against recklessness, alcoholism or criminal negligence. 

Undoubtedly lack of training and lack of experience are the causes of 
a number of crashes and the opinion is gaining ground that a substantial 
percentage of accidents is caused by drivers who are ordinarily careful but 
who have not had sufficient experience to sense danger in time to avoid it 
or who, sensing a pending risk, are not skilful enough to resort to -the 
proper coursé@ to follow in time to prevent dicaster. © 

In view of these conclusions there is much to be said for the adoption 
of courses of training for those who intend to operate powerful and speedy 
motive vehicles over the highways. This might be followed by examination 
of applicants for operators’ licenses for the first time, though it would not 
be feasible to insist on making such tests the sine qua non for the right 
to drive for those who have previously been granted licenses, Courses of 
such a nature, if properly carried out by competent persons would at least 
partially, if not completely, take care of lack of training. 

As for accidents caused by lack of experience, these can only be over- 
come by experience, supplemented by instruction. ‘That drivers can and do 
develop a form of road sense which warns them of impending danger is the 
testimony of Oliver Stewart, writing in a recent issue of The Observer of 
London, England, where the mounting accident toll is causing grave concern. 

The writer explains that in course of time a driver learns to interpret 
small signs which to a novice would pass unheeded. “A driver on a main 
road about to pass the entrance to a side road, suddenly slows down. No 
other vehicle is visible; yet as he reaches the side turning, a motor bicycle 
comes out of it and turns into the main road. If the driver is questioned as 
to the reason he slowed down before any other vehicle was visible, he will 
probably say: ‘It’s intuition’.” 

To Mr. Stewart that is not altogether a satisfactory explanation. He 
pointed out that in all probability the driver unconsciously registered some 
small sign that something was coming down the side road, a pedestrian 
turning his head in that direction or a flock of sparrows taking to flight 
from the ground or some other indicator. 

“The swift interpretation of such things,” says Mr. Stewart, “is road 
sense and it is acquired with practice; but it is much too rarely taught. At 

. first the signs will be seen, but not interpreted; and, in the absence of 
specific instruction, it is only with long practice that the interpretation can 
be expected to come without delay.”

British Medico Gives Report Of 

’ Investigations 

Dr. Horace Middleton Vernon, 
former investigator for the industrial 
health research. board, told the Bri- 
tish Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science alcohol miakes the 
motorist’s heart beat faster. 

He informed the scientists exhaus- 
tive researches had shown incon- 
trovertibly that whiskey makes 
motorists drive a bit faster and less 
accurately. Beer in reasonable 
quantities, however, was found to be 
comparatively innocuous, 

Describing the tests which led him 
to these conclusions, Dr. Vernon said 
the National Institute of Industrial 
Psychology had rigged up a dummy 
automobile and created artificial con- 
ditions approximating road driving. 

Then, he said, the National Insti- 
tute of Industrial Psychology had 
bought drinks of whiskey and beer 
for 15 experienced motorists. 

Dr. Vernon reported mild doses of! 
beer seemed to have been downed 
by the motorists in their stride with 
little apparent effect on their per- 
ambulations. 

But, he said, indulgence in more 
than one large shot of whiskey re- 
duced by six per cent. the time of 
the driver’s reactions. 

Such indulgence, he said, further 
increased by 12 per cent. driving 
errors, with the motorists themselves 
giddily unaware of their shortcom- 
ings. ’

MUST GOVERN- 
LEAGUE BY SPIRIT 
OF CONCILIATION 


Montreal.—The League of Nations 
should be governed by a spirit of con- 
ciliation and international co-opera- 
tion rather than coercion, Rt, Hon, L. 
8. Amery, former British secretary 
of state for the colonies, declared in 
a statement here. 

“First of all,” he said, ‘we should) 
strengthen the real authority and) 
enlarge the membership of _ the) 
League of Nations by jettisoning all | 
ideas of using it for the purpose of 
coercion, and by concentrating on its) 
positive functions of conciliation and | 
international co-operation. 


“Secondly, we should encourage the 
natural evolution in Europe and else- 
where of permanent nation groups of 
commonwealths associated in peace-| 
ful economic co-operation as well as 
for mutual security; the best exam-,| 
ple being the example which we can 
afford of the working of the free co- 
opération in our own empire, 

“Thirdly, we should meet any 
specific dangers that may menace 
British or any other part of the em-) 
pire, both by adequate defensive 
measures of our own—without these 
there can be no: security, individual 
or collective—as well as by such 
strictly limited arrangements with 
other powers—as may at any given 
moment be indispensable, avoiding, 
alike the dangers of unnecessary in- 
terference or entanglement in the 
affairs of others, and of complete 
isolation in the face of menacing 
possibilities that we cannot ignore.” 

The league had failed as an instru- 
ment for forcible prevention of war 
because the principle of universal in- 
tervention on which the league was} 
based was opposed to all normal in- 
stincts and interests of the nations. 
The league could ke saved, he be- 
lieved, by breaking away from the 
negative idea of collectively enforc- 
ed peace and substituting the posi- 
tive idea of the league as an instru- 
ment of co-operation and concilia- 
tion. 


Use Of Poison Gas 


Greatest Effect Would Be To Lower} 
National Morale 


London.—Gas when used against a 
trained population is the-least dan- 
gerous form of air attack, declared 
Major S. Blackmore, home office ex- 
pert, in addressing the medical prac- 
titioners union. Its greatest effect, 
he added, would be on the national 
morale. 

Major Blackmore said there were 
three types of gas masks, namely: 
The service type which would be 
used by the army; the civil duty type 
which would be used by rescue 
parties and others. in anti-gas work; 
and a mask for general use, which 
would last for five or six hours. 

He said the government had ac- 
quired a factory to manufacture the 
masks for general use. These will be 
kept in stores all over the country in 
readiness for use. It was not pro-

Estimated Canada Could Supply 
43,000,000 Horsepower 

Ottawa.—Canada is the possessor 
of widely-distributed water power 
resources which it is estimated would 
supply a turbine installagion of 43,- 
000,000 horsepower, Hon. C, D. Howe, 
minister of transport told delegates 
to the world power conference here. 

At. present only about 8,000,000 
horsepower is being produced, which 
is less than one-half of the United 
States and exceeds that of Italy by 
2,000,000 horsepower, he said. On a 
per capita basis Canada with an in- 
stallation of 722 horsepower per 
1,000 population, comes second only 


| to Norway. 


Mr. Howe presided at a dinner 
given by the government of Canada 
to approximately 300 delegates rep- 
resenting more than 30 different 
countries of the world. The delegates 
came to Ottawa in the course of -a 
“study tour’ which followed the 
world power conference at Washing- 
ton last week.

Only One Survivor When Vessel 

Founders Off Coast Of Tceland 

Reykjavik, Iceland.—Captain Jean 
Charcot, noted French explorer, was 
drowned, together with all but one 
of the crew of 60 aboard the explora- 
tion ship Porquois Pas, which found- 
ered in a gale off Iceland. , 

(Some reports reaching London 
said only 40 persons were aboard the 
vessel.) 

The lone survivor reported was 
Petty Officer Bugene Geonidec, who 
swam ashore through heavy surf and 
stumbled, exhausted, into the home 
of a fisherman. 

Geonidec gasped out that the ves- 
sel grounded on rocks and was 
pounded to pieces by heavy seas so 
quickly those on board had practic- 
ally no chance to escape. He said he 
was certain none of the 60 members 
of the crew save himself had sur- 
vived. 

The bodies of 30 men, including 
that of Dr. Charcot, were washed up 
on the bleak Icelandic coast. 

The Danish gunboat Aegir, which | 
first reported the disaster, searched | 
the seas about. the sunken vessel’s| 
protruding spars but found no other 
survivors. 

The vessel struck so quickly no 
distress signals were displayed be- 
fore she went to the bottom. 

Dr. Charcot, 69, had an interna- 
tional reputation as an explorer. The 
region on the edge of the Antarctic 
near Grahamland was named for'! 
him and is known as Charcotland. 

He led twg expeditions to _ the 
south polar areas—in 1905-1908 and 
in 1908-1910—and held decorations 
from both the French and British 
governments. 

The last expedition to the south 
polar areas was made in ‘the Pour- 
quoi Pas, which was built especially 
for the explorer in 1908.

UNIT IN 
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French Ship Wrecked U.S. TO MAINTAIN 
EUROPEANSERVICE 


Washington. — The U.S. govern- 
ment moved to re-establish, at least 
temporarily, the naval squadron it 
maintained in European waters until 
seven years ago. 

An official announcement said the 
four warships which recently have 
been assigned to emergency duty off 
Spain would be organized shortly 
into a temporary squadron under the 
command of Rear Admiral Arthur 
Fairfield, whose flagship will be the 
light cruiser Raleigh. 

The destroyer Hatfield and Kane 
and the coast guard cutter Cayuga 
will complete the flotilla. 

Officials of both the state and navy 
departments said the action repre- 
sented no change in policy. The 
effect, they said, merely will be to 
give name to what actually in fact 
has been a temporary squadron oper- 
ating in European waters since the 
first vessels.were despatched to res- 
cue United States refugees from the 
Spanish revolution almost two 
months ago. 

Secretary of State Hull said at his 
press conference the Spanish situa- 
tion was the sole factor involved and 
the government had given no con- 
sideration to a permanent policy with 
regard to a European squadron. 


Reorganize Militia 
Would sihuidhe: deeumeeae De- 


fence Forces To Bring Them 
Up-To-Date 


Toronto. — Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
minister of national defence, in- 
formed the board of control that the 
main object of the proposed reorgan- 
ization of Canada’s non-permanent 
active militia was to modernize the 
Dominion’s defence forces in line 
with methods of warfare now current 
throughout the world. 

Mr. Mackenzie wrote the city in 
reply to a resolution of the board 
protesting against“ reported plan to 
reduce the number of militia units 
here and abandon several well-known 
regiments. 

The reorganization calls for a 
properly balanced force and forma- 
tion of a greater number of modern 
units, Mr. Mackenzie said, particu- 
larly anti-aircraft and mechanized 
artillery batteries, tank battalions 
and armored car regiments, none of 
which Canada now has.

Due To Physical Changes 


Reason For Increase In Blood 
Pressure Is Explained 

The rise in one’s blood pressure is 
not due to the exercise itself but to 
physical changes, Prof. R. J. 8. Mc- 
Dowall, president of the physiology 
section, said in a paper read at 
Blackpool, England, before the Bri- 
tish Association for the advance- 
ment of science. 

If exercise could be taken without 
psychical zest. being involved—with- 
out the brain knowing the exercise 
was being taken—the blood pressure 
probably would fall, he said. This 
had beén found to occur in horses. 

Explaining that when a person 
exercises the blood pressure rises but 
falls even below normal when the 
exercise stops, Prof. McDowall said 
this had been explained as due to 
the accumulation of blood in the 
dilated muscles, 

His observations led him to believe 
this theory. was not wholly correct. 
He found the fall was due at least 
in part to a lessening in the resist- 
ance of muscles hardened during ‘the 
exercise.

Trade Revival In Britain 


Number Of Unemployed Reaching 
Lowest Mark In Years 

Great Britain now has a record in- 
dustrial army. Exclusive of agricul- 
tural workers the number of persons 
employed totals 10,961,000, the high- 
est known. 

During the four weeks ended Aug. 
24 the total number of unemployed . 
fell by 38,132 to 1,613,940 or 334,024 
fewer than a year ago. It also was 
the lowest figure in six years.

The biggest theatre 
season for seven years has begun in 
London.

The Following Facts Are True: 


1. The Western Pools are and have been 
since their inception, members of the Winni- 
peg Grain Exchange. They continually use 
the facilities of the Exchange for the benefit 


of their customers. 

2. When representatives of the grain trade were called 
upon to pive advice to the Dominion Government in 1935 
concerning the establishment of a Wheat Board, they ap- 
peared publicly before a Parliamentary committee. On 
that occasion, as the first witnesses called, they advised 
the Government to appoint a Wheat Board, to provide a 
minimum price for the protection of farmers and to use 
every available channel to market Canadian wheat and to 
Maintain Canada’s place in the wheat markets of the 
world, Therepresentativesof the Western Pools,unthesame 
occasion, demanded the Wheat Board Bill in its original 
furm ander which no provision was made for a minimum 
price but only for acompulsory marketing system. 


3. The Winnipeg Grain Exchange is one in the chain 
of world’s grain markets. It is a meeting place for all 
buyers and sellers of grain. The grain trade has no quar 
‘rel with those who think a better method can be found, 
but up to date no one has discovered a method of mark- 
eting that will better serve the interests of the farmer 

4. It is the interest of the grain trade that the farmer 
shouid obtain the best possible price*for his product and 
the ma™imum Goyernment, support in the hour of his 
need. The interest of the grain trade is not thus at vari- 

ance with that of grain growers; on the contrary, the giain 
trade realizes keenly that the prosperity of agriculture is 
essential to the well-being of the Dominivn and of all its 
industries, including their own. 

5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool 
elevator company, designs to make profit from the fluctu 
ations of grain prices, Which are determined by numerous; 
causes that are not and cannot be controlled by the grain 
trade, the Wheat Board or the Pools. ‘ 

6. As bas been stated before on numerous occasions, 

“in the plainest possible teams, the grain trade and the 
Winuipeg Grain Exchange have made no representations 
to the Government against the fixing of the high minimum 
price ner in favor of the dis establishment of the Wheat 

‘ Board or the curtailment of its activities. 


The Following Quoted Statements Are False: 


1. The Western Producer, which is the organ of the 
Saskatchewan Pool, states .in its issue of September 10, 
1936, that the Government bad decreed the deatu of the 
Wheat Board and thereby has complied with the express 
desire of the grain trade. THIS IS FALSE. The grain 
trade bas expressed no such desire. 


2. The same paper, in the same- issue, states, “ The 
work of a generation is to be scuttled and if its present 
intentions are carried out next year, and for many years 
thereafter, the farmers, if they have a crop, are to be 
thrown to the wolves of the Grain Exchange,” This state- 
ment is merely abusive and its implications are libellous. 
If it is intended to- mean that the members of the Grain 
Exchange, which comprises all the elevator companies 
(including the Pools), the mills and merchants, buth tor- 
eign and domestic, who compete for the sale of the ‘West- 
ern Oanadian crop, are organized for the purpose, not of 
service to the producer, but to prejudice his interest, this 
statement is not only talse but must be known to be false 
to the editor and owner of this paper, 


3 The following statement is contained in a circular forwarded 
to varions organizations throughout, Western Canada by the Sask- 
atchewan Provincigl Pretident of the Co operative Commonwealth 
Federation: “The Government, by setting the pegged price at 
87 1-2c, basis No, 1 Nor. Fort William—78c to the farmer—has 
taken money from you and given it to the Grain Exchange.” This 
statement is false and can only be based upon complete ignorance 
or extreme maiice, No line elevator company, any more than any 
Pool elevator, designs to make any profit from the fluctuations of 
grain prices. The grain trade challenges the gentlemen who made 
this statement to explain it and to prove it. It is inconceivable that 
the Western Pools and the elevator companies who have served the 
producer of Western Canada for s0 many years, efficiently and hon- 
orably, should continue to belong 3to an iustitution which is organ- 
ized for any such evil purpose. ; 

4. The numerous statements made thruout the country. by. prop- 
agandists that the grain trade is desirous of anything but the welf- 
are of the farmer, or has brought pressure upon the Government 
with reference to the Wheat Board or the wheat policy of Canada, 
is untrue. , 

NOTE: I is understood that a Commission will shortly inquire 
into the ¢ marketing system. The grain trade invites those who 
have lethe above statements and: similar misrepresentations of 
fact, to appear before the Commission and support their statements 
by evidence and argument. ,
